Our varied memories of a time past event are often rekindled by the gentle reminiscence of a particular song title 
and an era that once was and never again. A patented stamp can be found on each generation’s contributions to 
pop music, making it a valuable reference point to history itself. 

While commercial pop has been with us for more than a century, little has been documented in any 
statistical detail about the music that has shaped our lives. Overviews have been commonplace, yet in-depth 
examinations have seldom taken place, to any great degree. 

Here for the first time, the previously impenetrable archive door to the vast store of statistical data at 
Columbia Records has been swung open! William Brown has singlehandedly “‘slain’’ the dragon that has guarded 
these hallowed vaults for decades and has set free this valuable information for all to see. It has been Mr. 
Brown’s belief that these areas of contention needed to be identified, so as to satisfy the inquisitive and curious 
natures of the record collectors and historians who have been long denied access to the elusive and definitive data 
behind the label copy. 

You are now holding in your hands the most comprehensive handbook treasure ever produced. Starting 
with September of 1939 and running consecutively through June, 1974, every single in the Columbia catalogue 
has been checked and double checked for precisioned accuracy, so as to guarantee the ultimate authenticity to 
irrefutable facts. Never before has any book delved this intensely into the total background of a Jabel’s statistical 
data file. Page by page you will discover the artist names, titles, flip side backing, record numbers, matrix, 
recording dates, release dates (and, where applicable, flip side title changes). This work reads the way a 
handbook was meant to be. There is fingertip cross-indexing, that saves even the most novice of researchers 
valuable time and frustration. 

The following pages are more than a running account of facts and figures for the core years of one of 
America’s premier record labels, it rather serves as the catalyst to those who are contemplating a similar project 
in the future and want to get it right the first time around. Whether this book becomes a source for reference, 
research, trivia or general curiosity, you will want to keep it readily accessible. 

At age twenty-eight, author William Brown has just begun in his quest to provide valuable statistical data 
for the serious and not so serious collector. His next project will be the singles file for the Epic label. For now, 
though, it is the Columbia story. The growing fascination for its history is about to unfold — and it all begins 
with the turn of this page!!

Foreword 


INTRODUCTION 


The history of discographies until recent years have been largely focused on individual artists and/or certain musical 
formats. Among the more famous discographers over the years have been Brian Rust, with his books on dance bands 
in Britain and America, popular entertainment stars, and jazz bands (all prior to 1942 with the exception of British bands 
in which the cutoff point was 1945); Charles Garrod, whose Joyce Publications have put out books on the bands of such 
acts as Kay Kyser, Charlie Spivak and Gene Krupa and such individual vocalists as Buddy Clark; and Jorgen Grunnet 
Jepsen, one of a few who chronicled the post-1942 discographies of jazz acts. 

The concept of doing discography books on entire record labels and/or companies is relatively new, though not 
without precedent. Up to this point, most of these discographies centered generally on independent R&B and/or jazz 
labels (i.e. Aladdin, Imperial, Chess and its subsidiaries, King, Savoy, Blue Note, Clef/Verve, etc.), although some 
medium-sized labels that are still viable today (such as Atlantic and Mercury) were also chronicled; Michel Ruppli has 
been the main purveyor in that field. The major labels were a bit more difficult, although not for lack of trying. In the 
1980's, Ted Fagan and William R. Moran issued two books on the first decade of the Victor Talking Machine Company 
{known years later as RCA Victor), documenting recordings made from 1900 to 1908. Next was Bill Bennett, who did 
the numerical listing of Capitol Records singles from 101 to 3031 in 1987. 

The Columbia label, for the most part, was a tougher nut to crack. With the exception of this author, the label’s 
archives have been largely inaccessible to outside researchers. Nonetheless, some efforts have been made over the years, 
the most notable of which up to this point was Bill Randle’s landmark 1966 publication (revised 1974), The American 
Popular Music Discography 1920-1930, Volume 3 - The Colwnbia 1-D Series, 1923-1929, one of the first (if not the first) 
to document a catalogue series of the label. Prior efforts to document the releases in this particular catalogue series were 
not nearly as thorough, as witnessed in Roger D. Kinkle’s The Complete Encyclopedia of Popular Music and Jazz 1900- 
1950 - Volume 4: Indexes and Appendices, which only went up to 36999; Charles Garrod’s Columbia 78 RPM Record 
Listing - 37000 thru 41963 which sought to pick up where Kinkle’s guide left off, however the last three years of the 
latter book were only on 45 RPM; and Volume 3 of Ken Clee’s four-volume The Directory of American 45 R.P.M. 
Records which documented releases from 40000 onwards. This book is perhaps the first to fully document this popular 
release series all the way through. 

The reason for the title of this book has to do with many things. First of all, throughout the 35-year history of 
the catalogue series, the name ‘‘Columbia’’ was owned by the CBS radio and television network in North America only; 
in the rest of the world, British-based EMI owned the name. (This changed in 1990, when EMI relinquished the rights 
to the name to Sony for the rest of the world.) Secondly, the 35000 / 40000 Series originated in the United States of 
America, although in the last two decades, releases with these catalogue numbers would also be available in Canada 
(where the 78 RPM configuration would still be carried on even though it had been discontinued in the U.S.; one example 
was Johnny Horton’s hit ‘“The Battle Of New Orleans’’). 

There are many reasons why this particular period has been documented. First, the 35000 Series (as it was 
known for its first eighteen years of existence) marked the re-emergence of Columbia as a viable name in the industry 
after years hovering on the verge of extinction, and finally its rise as the industry leader. Second, it is the longest-running 
continuing catalogue series in the history of the recording business (nearly thirty-five years), surpassing the run of 
Victor’s 10”’ double-sided 16000 series which ran from October, 1908 to September, 1942 (although the span of Victor’s 
series was higher, terminating at 27975). Third, it was during the run of this series that numerous changes in recording 
technology and consumer configurations were put into effect: the switching of recording medium from wax and electrical 
transcriptions to magnetic tape (and the increase in magnetic tape “‘tracks’’ from 1 to 16 as of 1974); the addition of the 
LP and 45 RPM formats which ultimately led to the demise of the 78 RPM format, and the introduction of the stereo disc 
and the ill-fated “‘quadraphonic’’ record. 

Finally—and this is related to the first point—Columbia is the only one of the old-line majors circa 1939 to 
remain a viable force in the industry today, still charting singles and albums at Number One with consistency. This is 
the story of how it all began. 


In The Beginning ... 


The name ‘‘Columbia’’ has been associated with the recording industry for more than a century. Its saga began in 1888, 
when the Columbia Phonograph Company was established as a subsidiary of the North American Phonograph Company. 
Its original mandate was to sell and service graphophones (invented in 1885 by Chichester Bell and Charles Sumner 
Tainter and patented in 1886) manufactured by the American Graphophone Company (established 1887), However, 
Columbia soon branched out into the recording and manufacture of music and other entertainment. One of its earliest 
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signings, in 1889 (the year the Columbia Phonograph Company was incorporated) was the composer and bandleader John 
Philip Sousa, and the United States Marine Band. Columbia was among the first to offer catalogues of its releases, as 
early as 1891. Columbia was the most profitable of the divisions of N.A.P, Co., and when the latter went under in 1894, 
the former merged with the American Graphophone Company to become the Columbia Phonograph Company, General, 
and established headquarters in Bridgeport, Connecticut, which would become synonymous with the label for the next 
seventy years. In 1900 the company established a branch in London, England. A year later, Columbia issued the first 
discs, at first using the Climax name and then substituting the Columbia name a year after that. In 1904, Columbia issued 
the first double-sided discs, although it still released single-sided discs until 1908, and four years after that, it discontinued 
the manufacture of cylinders. While it excelled in the popular field for years, an attempt to branch out into classical 
music in 1902 faltered in the face of competition from the Red Seal subsidiary of the Victor Talking Machine Coimpany 
which had been founded a year earlier; Victor would lead in the classical field for many years to come. 

In 1913, the company was renamed the Columbia Graphophone Company. For the next several years, the acts 
that passed through the label included Bert Williams, Camphel!l & Burr, Leo Reisinan’s orchestra, and musical director 
Charles Prince. The business expanded. However, the economic recession of the early 1920's hit Columbia hard. It 
was evident as early as 1922 when the company relinquished its London branch which went to Louis Sterling, who would 
play an increasing role in the label’s operations within a few years. Meanwhile, Columbia Graphophone declared 
bankruptcy in December, 1923, and reorganized as the Columbia Phonograph Company, Inc. Around this point, the A-1 
series which had been used since 1908 was discontinued and replaced with the 1-D series (see Bill Randle’s 
aforementioned book for the history of that series in its first decade), In 1924, Louis Sterling acquired a controlling 
interest in American Columbia, placing the company under British control. A year later, Columbia (International) Ltd. 
was established to control all worldwide activities of the Columbia label. Also that year (1925), electrical recording was 
introduced, with spirited competition between Columbia and Victor as to who was to be first. Columbia’s antiquated 
acoustic equipment was replaced with more modern electrical recording equipment. 

(Also, in this same period, in 1922, a new company called the Plaza Music Company was founded, with Banner 
as its flagship label. This company instituted a matrix series which began at 5000; it was one of many companies which 
would ultimately constitute the American Record Corporation; more on that later.) 

During the 1920’s, acts who recorded for Columbia included Ted Lewis, Fletcher Henderson, Ben Selvin, Jan 
Garber, Ukeleie Ike (a.k.a Cliff Edwards, better known these days as the voice of Jiminy Cricket in Walt Disney’s 
animated feature *‘Pinocchio’’}, and Paul Whiteman (who had a multi-colored label with his caricature prominently 
displayed). In 1926, Columbia acquired the General Phonograph Company, the parent of OKeh Records. Once again, 
Columbia seemed to be on sure footing. 

But the Great Depression nearly wiped everything out. In 1931, the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd., merged 
with the Gramophone Co., Ltd. (parent of the His Master’s Voice label) and the Parlophone Co., Ltd., to create Electrical 
and Musical Industries, Ltd. This led to the divestiture of American Coiumbia, which was acquired not long after by 
Grigsby-Grunow, manufacturer of Majestic radios. During this period, Columbia issued blue-colored records, which did 
not go over so well. By 1933, Grigsby-Grunow went bankrupt, and in November of that year, the Columbia Phonograph 
Co., Inc., was acquired by the American Record Corporation (ARC) for $70,000.00. 

Over the next several years, Columbia teetered on the brink of extinction. ARC’s flagship label by this point 
was Brunswick, which it acquired in December, 1931. Columbia’s own matrix series was ditched in August, 1934, in 
favor of the Plaza-ARC matrix system, which at that point was around the 15600 mark; the prefix ‘‘CO*’ came into use 
at that point. (‘‘B’’ had been used for recordings by Brunswick artists emanating from New York; recordings for 
Vocalion, which recorded ‘‘hillbilly’’ and ‘‘race”’ acts, had no prefix.) The 1-D series was whittled down and finally 
phased out by 1936; the only new releases bearing the Columbia name by this point were classical releases (bearing the 
Masterworks name). Brunswick discs sold for 75 cents, and consequently ARC was dead last in market share, behind 
leader Victor and relative newcomer Decca which had come into being in 1934 (and soid for 35 cents), the year after 
ARC's acquisition of Columbia. At one point during this period, it seemed as though the Columbia name would be 
phased out of existence entirely in America. 

The situation would change dramatically in December, 1938, when the entire American Record Corporation was 
acquired lock, stock, and barrel by the Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc. (CBS) for $700,000.00. 


The 35000 Series Begins 


Over the next several months, a major housecleaning was in order. Edward Wallerstein was lured away from Victor to 
become president of the company. Prior to the CBS takeover, ARC’s various **budger labels’’ (Banner, Perfect, Romeo 
etc.) were discontinued; after CBS's acquisition, most of the Brunswick acts were dropped from the roster, with only the 
most promising prospects (including Horace Heidt, Kay Kyser, Ray Nohle and Eddy Duchin) remaining. In the spring 
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of 1939, ARC was dissolved and its name changed to the Columbia Recording Corporation (CRC); its headquarters 
shifted back to Bridgeport, Connecticut, adjacent to its main pressing plant there, after years in New York (to where it 
would relocate its offices in the late 1950’s). The Masterworks line was shored up in an effort to provide a formidable 
battle to Victor’s Red Seal roster. 

Then, in August 1939, came the culmination of these efforts. A new popular-music series would be introduced 
the next month under the Columbia name, with gold print on a red background. Like the 1-D series in 1923, the new 
series—which would be known for the first eighteen years as the 35000 Series, despite the fact that the first catalogue 
release would be 35201—-wouid represent a major comeback attempt on the part of the label to establish itself once and 
for al! as a force in the industry, with dance bands, entertainment personalities of the period and vocalists, and this effort 
would finally do the trick. Discs would sell for 50 cents as opposed to the 75 cents for discs on Brunswick, whose 
existing artists would be transferred to the new label and which would now be issuing titles by military bands, salon 
orchestras and spiritual groups. 

However, the first release, issued under catalogue number 35201 on September 8, 1939, would be recorded by 
someone who was not a Brunswick artist immediately prior: Benny Goodman. He had just been jured away from Victor 
and for his first session for Columbia since the early 1930's, recorded four titles, all of which were issued on two releases 
on the same day (the other was 35210). The first releases did middling business, but by year’s end, they had their first 
bona fide hit, a remake of the World War I era tune ‘‘Oh Johnny, Oh Johnny, Oh!” by a heretofore obscure bandleader 
named Orrin Tucker (transferred from Vocalion) with one Bonnie Baker on vocals. The record was a massive success, 
and the new label was under way, This helped the label shoot up to second place in market share, a position it would 
occupy for the next several years. 

Meanwhile, CRC finally discontinued its Brunswick subsidiary in August, 1940, the fina] release being a number 
by the International Novelty Orchestra; for the next year thereafter, old Brunswick sides (including that final issue) wouid 
be reissued with frequency on Columbia. A month before, the Vocalion name was also retired as of catalogue number 
5621; that catalogue series, and the artists’ roster that came with it, would come under the umbrella of OKeh records, 
the name of which was revived at that point. The Brunswick and Vocalion names would be sold to Decca Records on 
May 2, 1941. 

In its first year, Columbia’s roster would consist of the aforementioned Brunswick refugees, besides others like 
Jack Marshard, Jack Teagarden, and Martha Raye, who wouldn’t last the year; plus some, like Gene Krupa and Duke 
Eliington, who would drift in and out of the label over the years; and Harry James, who was dropped at the end of the 
first year of the series’ existence and re-signed to the label at the end of 1940; he would remain on the label’s roster 
through 1955. By mid-1940, it would begin shoring up its roster, a process which would repeat itself for years to come; 
that year, Kate Smith and Xavier Cugat would leave Victor for Columbia. Will Bradley and his Orchestra featuring Ray 
McKinley, transplanted from Vocalion, would have such hits as the now-classic ‘‘Beat Me Daddy, Eight To The Bar 
(Parts I & I}. Claude Thornhill, late of the renamed OKeh, would score with his haunting theme song, “‘Snowfall.”’ 
And two years into the launching of Billboard’s chart of best-selling records in 1940, Columbia would score its first 
number one: “‘Sieepy Lagoon’’ by Harry James, which sat at that position for four weeks. During the war, James would 
account for the bulk of the label’s chart-toppers, which also included “I Had The Craziest Dream’’ (two weeks, 1943), 
“I’ve Heard That Song Before’” (13 weeks, 1943; the longest period any Columbia single topped the chart), “‘T’ll Get 
By (As Long As I Have You)”’ (4 weeks, 1944), and “‘It’s Been A Long, Long Time”’ (3 weeks, 1945). Other chart- 
toppers during the war included Kay Kyser’s “Jingle Jangle Jingie’’ (8 weeks, 1942), and a reissue of Benny Goodman’s 
1940 release ‘“Taking A Chance On Love’’ (3 weeks, 1943). 

But there were some bumps on the road in those early years. World War II, with the shortages of shellac and 
other important materials that followed, cut into the releases Columbia put out, to the point that they only issued 18 new 
catalogue releases in the entire year of 1943. The second roadblock was the infamous recording ban imposed by AFM 
chief James Casar Petrilio, which began on August 1, 1942, and in Columbia’s (and Victor’s) case, lasted until 
November 11, 1944. (Decca and Capitol settled in 1943.) During that ban, Columbia tried to cope with recording of 
new titles a cappella by vocalists such as Frank Sinatra and Ginny Simms, as well as reissuing earlier product (such as 
“‘All Or Nothing At All’’ by the Harry James orchestra with Sinatra on vocals, a flop when originally released in 1940, 
which, in light of the singer’s initial popularity with bobby-soxers, peaked at number two on Billboard's best-seller charts 
in 1943), After the recording ban ended, Columbia scored more number ones with two releases by Les Brown’s orchestra 
with a young Doris Day on vocals: ‘‘Sentimental Journey’’ and ‘‘My Dreams Are Getting Better All The Time’. 
Frankie Carle peaked with ‘‘Oh! What It Seemed To Be’’ and ‘‘Rumors Are Flying’’, while Kyser made it with two more 
chart-toppers: ‘‘Ole Buttermilk Sky’’ and ‘“‘Woody Wood-Pecker’’. 

However, after the war, public taste had shifted away from big bands and toward solo vocalists, which solidified 
further after a second recording ban in 1948. Frank Sinatra had one Number One in that period with *‘Five Minutes 
More*’. Dinah Shore left Victor for Columbia in 1946 and had several hits, including her most famous number with the 
label, the Number One ‘‘Buttons And Bows’’, Other vocalists that enjoyed popularity on Columbia during this period 
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included Buddy Clark, Doris Day, Pear] Bailey, and vocal group The Moderaires. 
Other Series Proliferate 


Columbia had several new artists in its roster after the first (but not the last) of its periodical discontinuances of its OKeh 
subsidiary in late 1945. Now releases were coming out on the Red Label by such acts as Roy Acuff, Bob Wiils, Bill 
Monroe, Gene Autry, Big Bill (Broonzy), Buster Bennett, and Memphis Minnie. Between 1946 and 1947, a good number 
of new releases on Columbia were actually reissues of back Vocalion/OKeh product. In the latter year, some 200 releases 
of such nature were issued in one week; for the whole year, more than 800 releases were issued. Such acts, as well as 
children’s sets, would be released in the series through April, 1948. In May of that year, Columbia instituted new 
catalogue series as they decided to concentrate its main series solely on pop acts. For acts known first as ‘‘hillbilly”’, 
then ‘‘American Folk’ and finally ‘‘Country and Western’’, Columbia introduced the 20000 series, which would 
ultimately be the iongest-lasting of these alternate series, lasting through November, 1956. For what would later be 
known as ‘“‘Rhythm and Blues’’ acts, the 30000 series was launched, which would remain in effect until the next revival 
of OKeh in 1951. And for children’s releases, the 50000 series was begun, only to be superseded a year later by the 
90000-¥ series (red print on yellow background). In all these series, the first releases were renumbered versions of issues 
that previously came out in the 35000 series. 


The Battle of the Speeds 


In June, 1948, Columbia introduced the Long-Playing (Lp) record, which offered, at the time, up to 25 minutes per side 
and took up much less shelf space than a 78 RPM album set. In early 1949, rival RCA Victor introduced the 45 RPM 
record, which was in essence a smaller, thinner version of the 78 RPM disc, with as much time per side as the 78. Thus 
the Battle of the Speeds began. 

Columbia responded to RCA Victor’s initiative with a smaller version of its own invention, a 7-inch disc that 
played at 33% RPM. The label instituted a new catalogue series, the 100 series, which had a different prefix for each 
category of music. Popular releases were issued with a 1- prefix; American Folk (as it was then called) bore a 2- prefix; 
Masterworks (both blue and green label issues} had a 3- prefix; and juvenile releases used a 4- prefix. The prefix ‘‘ZLP”’ 
was created for this format, continuing the matrix series commenced a year earlier with the introduction of the LP. 

The Battle of the Speeds waged on for the better part of a year, with each side digging in the trenches for the 
duration, with record sales hurt for everyone involved. All other labels were asked to take sides in this battle, though 
one label—Capito] Records—decided to put out its releases in both speeds. But it took longer for the two main 
combatants to relent. RCA Victor was the first to blink, issuing its first LP’s in March, 1950—about a year after 
introducing the 45. It took Columbia longer to adopt the 45 after its !aunching of the LP, however. The first two 45’s 
issued by the company came out in August, 1950, on a test basis for seven major markets; those releases bore three-digit 
matrix numbers with an ‘‘RD"’ prefix, which they used for test records. In October, 1950, the label began issuing those 
45's with what was perceived to be great in demand; the first 45 single with the matrix system known to record collectors 
today was Gene Autry’s “‘Frosty The Snow Man’’, which was assigned matrix ZSP 3577, for release on 6-742 (38907). 
At first, Columbia 45's utilized the same series as their 7-inch LP’s, albeit with different prefices—pop, 6-; Masterworks, 
7-; and American Folk, 9- (the latter series initially planned to use an 8- prefix, but that was scrapped). 

Finally, in December 1950, Columbia abandoned this complex catalogue series, the last two releases of which 
were ‘San Antonio Rose’ by Ken Griffin (1-942 = 39085) and ‘*Pretty Polly”’ by The Stanley Brothers and The Glinch 
Mountain Boys (2-943 = 20770). Thereafter, all releases in all speeds would be issued under the same catalogue number; 
the 3- and 4- prefices would be reserved for the 45 and 7-inch LP configurations, respectively. The first popular release 
issued under this new system was Jo Stafford and Gene Autry’s version of ‘‘My Heart Cries For You”’ (39086). In 
February, 1951, Columbia began issuing virtually all of its new releases in the 45 RPM format as well as 78 RPM; as 
if to make up for lost time, between December 1950 and September 1953 the label issued 45 RPM releases of back 
catalogue numbers originally released in 78 between 1940 and 1950. And the number of 7-inch LP’s slowed down to 
a trickle until by 1952, the only 7-inch LP's issued were for special promotional purposes. The Battle of the Speeds was 
over. 


The Road to Number One 
During the height of the Battie of the Speeds, Columbia’s fortunes were not all that well. The popularity of its biggest- 
selling artists were in decline; Frank Sinatra’s initial popularity faded, Kay Kyser never had another hit after **On A Slow 


Boat To China’’, and Dinah Shore’s hits became fewer and farther between after ‘‘Buttons And Bows’’ made Number 
One. Buddy Clark was still selling, but tragically, he died in a plane crash in 1949, Gene Autry’s 1949 recording of 
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“*Rudolph, The Red-Nosed Reindeer’’ was the first Number One Columbia had in over a year and would go on to become 
one of the biggest-selling singles ever, but at that time it was practically the only big hit the label had. Its emphasis 
during this period seemed to be primarily on its promotional efforts on behalf of the LP, apparently at the expense of 
scoring hit singles. 

In early 1950, an opportunity for a turnaround arose. Manie Sacks, who headed Columbia’s A & R department 
up to that time, left to occupy that post at RCA Victor. The label turned outside the company for help: Mitch Miller, 
a classically-trained oboist who had established Mercury Records as a formidable force in popular music with such acts 
as Patti Page, Frankie Laine, and Vic Damone. During this period, many label swaps of acts were taking place. By 
year’s end, acts such as Dinah Shore and Hugo Winterhalter would go to RCA Victor, while Columbia got such RCA 
Victor artists as Sammy Kaye and Percy Faith. (The former had one Number One, ‘‘Harbor Lights’’, upon joining 
Columbia and would sell steadily, though not spectacularly, for the balance of the decade; the latter started slow and 
would ultimately have several big hits for Columbia, including such standards as ‘“The Song From Moulin Rouge’ and 
““Theme from ‘A Summer Place’ ’’; he would remain with the label through his death.) Existing acts, like Rosemary 
Clooney, would be shored up with tunes like ““Come On-a My House’’; meanwhile, new acts would be broken, such as 
Tony Bennett, Guy Mitchell, and, a year later, Johnnie Ray. 

Miller imparted his classical music background to the pop songs he recorded, the bulk of which would be drawn 
from folk sources. On numbers by acts like Guy Mitchell, French horns would be prominently featured; for selections 
by, say, Rosemary Clooney, a harpsichord would be the main instrument. Among the session musicians (some of whom 
were listed on some releases) were guitarists Mundell Lowe and Art Ryerson, bassist Frank Carroll, 
pianists/harpsichordists Stan Freeman and Buddy Weed, drummers Jimmy Crawford and Terry Snyder, and others like 
French horn players John Barrows, Jim Buffington, Ray Alonge, and Gunther Schuller. Though these names might not 
be as familiar to today’s audiences as, say, Motown’s house band, they were no less central to the success of the Miller 
sound. 

Meanwhile, on the West Coast, Pau] Weston was lured from Capitol to be West Coast musical director; his future 
wife, singer Jo Stafford, would join the label not long after. Many of these Hollywood-cut sides would be backed by 
the Norman Luboff Choir on vocals. Session musicians on the West Coast during this period included guitarists George 
Van Eps, Barney Kessel, and Boh Bain, bassist John Ryan, saxophonists Babe Russin and Ted Nash, trumpet player Zeke 
Zarchy, steel guitarist Speedy West, and drummer Nick Fatool. 

Of course, not everybody benefited from Miller’s system, most notably Frank Sinatra, who blamed the bearded 
impresario for the slump in which The Voice found himself in the early 1950’s, and cited as a specific example the 
infamous ‘‘Mama Will Bark’’ (a duet with a TV personality of the period named Dagmar); within a year of that song’s 
release, Sinatra left the label. But many others made their names with this formusa. Frankie Laine, late of Mercury, 
started his Columbia stint with a bang via his double-sided hit ‘‘Jezebel’’ / ‘‘Rose, Rose, I Love You’’. Johnnie Ray’s 
“Cry’’, issued on OKeh, was so successful that the singer was soon thereafter transferred to Columbia, where he 
remained for the rest of the decade. By 1952, Miller’s strategy paid off: Columbia finally surged past RCA Victor as 
the leading pop label; and although its performance in the next few years would not surpass its spectacular 1951-52 
period, it was no 97-pound weakling either. Other chart-toppers during this period included Tony Bennett with *“Because 
Of You’’, “Cold, Cold Heart”’ and “‘Rags To Riches’’; Percy Faith’s ‘‘Song From Moulin Rouge’’ (Number One for 
ten weeks); Jo Stafford with “‘You Belong To Me’’ and ‘‘Make Love To Me”’; Rosemary Clooney’s double-sided hit 
“‘Hey There’”’ and “‘This Ole House’’; and Doris Day’s ‘‘Secret Love’’ would be her only single to top the charts (and 
her best-known until ‘“‘Que Sera, Sera’ came along). 


The Rock Era Dawns 


But there was trouble brewing for Miller and Columbia, and it could be summed up in three words: rock and roll. The 
first Number One in this musical genre was Bill Haley’s ‘“‘Rock Around The Clock’’ on Decca in 1955. Nonetheless, 
Miller would have his only chart-topper soon after with ‘The Yellow Rose Of Texas’’. Guy Mitchell, whose first Top 
Ten hit came in 1950, wouldn’t top the charts until the rock era, first with “‘Singing The Blues”’ in 1956 (9 weeks) and 
then with ‘‘Heartaches By The Number”’ in 1959 (2 weeks). Yet these were few and far between. One factor was 
Miller’s vocal opposition to the new musical form, which, he concluded, couldn’t last that long. To be sure, Columbia 
had some (very} minor rockabilly acts in 1956-58, but they were not promoted that heavily, if at all. And in 1958, Miller 
issued his strongest condemnation yet against rock and rol! at a Miami disc jockeys’ convention; Todd Storz, one of the 
pioneers of the Top 40 format, retaliated by banning all Columbia releases from the air. This was a blow from which 
it would take years to recover. 

To be sure, though, Columbia was able to pull some rabbits out of its hat, with such Number Ones as ‘El Paso’’ 
by Marty Robbins (2 weeks, 1960; at 4:37, the longest chart-topper up to that point), ““Theme From A Summer Place’’ 
by Percy Faith (9 weeks, 1960), ‘“Big Bad John’’ by Jimmy Dean (5 weeks, 1961) and “‘Go Away Little Girl’’ by Steve 
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Lawrence (2 weeks, 1963), although such hits, by this time, were few and far between. 
Change in Series Nomenclature and Additional Configurations 


The 35000 series was the appellation for this catalogue series for more than half of its existence. This was applied to 
the label as late as July, 1957, when releases issued up to 39999 (which were gradually phased out over the years) were 
still in the active catalogue. However, in August, 1957, the last of those releases were finally deleted and the series name 
was changed to the 40000 series. In 1961, three years after Columbia issued its last 78 RPM release, the series name 
was modified to the 440000 series; hence the reference to the “35000 / 40000 Series’’. 

Meanwhile, stereo discs made their commercial debut in 1958. While some record companies issued stereo 45 
RPM discs (some ten years before they first became commercially successful), Columbia did not do so. Instead, in 1959, 
they introduced the “‘Stereo Seven’’ format, all of which were essentially 7-inch 33% RPM discs cut in the new format. 
The series applied to this configuration came to be known as the S7 30000 series (to figure out said catalogue number: 
$7 30000 = 441000). At first, Stereo Seven releases were the same as their 45 RPM singles, although a few during 
this period were issued in Stereo Seven only. However, such a format was not that all successful, and beginning in May, 
1960, Stereo Seven releases were only available for jukeboxes, issued in sets (the first consisting of four records, all the 
rest five records) known as the JS7-1 series. 

Soon after, Columbia revived its 7-inch LP format, by then called ‘‘Single 33°’ (45 RPM releases were 
simultaneously being referred to as ‘Single 45°"). As with the 1949-50 releases, Single 33 issued from 1960-63 would 
have ZLP matrix numbers, and as in post-1951, Hollywood-cut sides would be assigned incompatible, New York-assigned 
ZLP numbers (45 releases had the same matrix numbers as their 78 RPM counterparts, albeit with a different prefix). 
Until late 1961, matrix numbers for this format were available, unlike the last two years of its existence. 

The Stereo Seven series lasted a year longer, finally giving out in February, 1964. All releases for the remaining 
ten years of the life of the 4-40000 series would be in 45 RPM, with stereo releases first coming out for promotional 
purposes only in 1968 and then commercially in tate 1969. 


Columbia Enters the Rock Era... At Last 


Columbia signed its first bona fide rock act in 1963 when it added Paul Revere and The Raiders to its roster, but they 
were pretty much buried at the time alongside such MOR acts as Steve Lawrence & Eydie Gorme, Andy Williams, Robert 
Goulet and others. The label wouldn’t have another Number One single until around the time Mitch Miller departed the 
lahel in 1965, when the folk-rock group The Byrds hit the top with ‘‘Mr. Tambourine Man"’, whose composer, Bob 
Dylan, would have his biggest hit on the labe! not long thereafter with ‘‘Like A Rolling Stone’’. The only other Number 
One for Columbia in 1965 was another Byrds release, ‘‘Turn! Turn! Turn!’’ The next chart-topper was ‘‘The Sounds 
Of Silence’? by Simon and Garfunkel in 1966, but it would not truly commit itself to rock music until 1967 when Clive 
J. Davis ascended to the presidency of Columbia Records. During his tenure, Columbia re-established itself as the top 
label in the business with such acts as Blood, Sweat and Tears, Santana, The Electric Flag, Big Brother and The Holding 
Company (whose lead singer, Janis Joplin, would scon establish herself as a solo artist}, and others. Columbia's biggest 
single in the later years of this series was Simon and Garfunkel’s 1970 release ‘Bridge Over Troubled Water’, which 
topped the charts for six weeks. 

The final Number Ones in the series were: “*Me and Bobby McGee’’ by the late Janis Joplin and “‘Indian 
Reservation’’ by the Raiders (both 1971); *‘Baby Don’t Get Hooked On Me”’ by Mac Davis (1972), and, finally, ‘‘The 
Way We Were”’ by Barbra Streisand (1974). 

Other popular acts in the final years included Chicago, Mott The Hoople, Ten Years After, Dr. Hook and The 
Medicine Show, Loggins & Messina, Herbie Hancock, Neil Diamond, and Aerosmith. 


Corporate and Executive Realignments 


There would be various changes in the structure of Columbia Records during these years. On March 31, 1947, the 
company was renamed Columbia Records, Inc. (CRI), which, in turn, was dissolved in 1954 and reorganized as the 
Columbia Records Division of Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc. In 1966, CBS was split into two groups: the 
Broadcast Group (which consisted of its TV, radio and network operations) and the Columbia Group (as part of which 
the Record division was administered). Another reorganization, in the early 1970’s, ted to the creation of the 
CBS/Records Group, which included all of the labels in the group, including Columbia. 

There were also changes in executives over the years. Edward Wallerstein retired from his position of president 
of CRI in 1951 and was succeeded by James Conkling; Conkling, in turn, was succeeded in 1956 by Goddard Lieberson, 
who started the year the 35000 series began as an A & R man in the Masterworks division. Even while occupying the 
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president’s post, he produced original cast albums such as ‘‘My Fair Lady’’, which was the biggest-selling album in the 
label’s history until Simon and Garfunkel’s Bridge Over Troubled Water album (1970) came along. In 1967, Clive J. 
Davis was appointed president of Columbia Records; three years later, he also became president of the whole Records 
Group. Davis was fired from both positions in 1973 in the wake of a payola scandal; Lieberson resumed his post of 
group president, while Irwin Segelstein replaced Davis as Columbia Records president. Pop A & R heads in the last year 
of the 35000 / 40000 series included Kip Cohen and Charles Koppelman. This was how matters stood when the series 
was terminated. 


The Factories of Columbia Records 


During the course of the series, Columbia Records owned and operated seven different pressing plants, with anywhere 
from only one to as many as four operating at one time. When the series commenced in 1939, Columbia had two such 
factories, one in Bridgeport, Connecticut, that served the East Coast and Midwest, and another in Hollywood, California, 
which served the western half of the United States. In 1946, Columbia started up a Midwest pressing plant in Kings 
Mills, Ohio, but it shut down in June, 1948, in the wake of one of the industry’s periodical slumps of the time (the 
closure occurred prior to the label’s introduction of the LP record); three months prior (in March, 1948), a newer facility 
in Hoilywood opened which more or less rendered the earlier plant obsolete. In 1953, with sales once more on the 
upswing, the label tried again with a new facility in Terre Haute, Indiana; within a few years, it would be one of its 
busiest. In 1960, Columbia opened a more modern operation in Pitman, New Jersey. The plant would ultimately be 
more or less a replacement for the by-then antiquated Bridgeport factory, which closed in late 1963. At the same time, 
its second Hollywood plant was shuttered in the wake of the addition of a newer factory in Santa Maria, California. Thus 
fortified, this lineup of factories pressed all the records issued in this series for the last decade of its existence. 

In the years following the demise of the 35000 / 40000 Series, there would be a retrenchment on Columbia’s part 
in the manufacturing end of its operations. The Santa Maria factory was the first to shut down, in 1981 during the 
worldwide sales slump of that time. A year later, the Terre Haute operation also closed, only to reopen subsequently 
as a compact disc (CD) manufacturing facility — a situation which also happened at the Pitman plant in late 1986, after 
which all its record manufacturing activities shifted to its Carrollton, Georgia factory, which originally started in the early 
1980’s as a tape duplicating facility. 

Over the years, some Columbia releases have been turned out by other pressing plants aside from its own for 
various reasons. The earliest known example of this was during the period December, 1951 through January, 1952, when 
the label was hit by a strike at its Bridgeport factory. During that period, Columbia farmed out its pressings in that 
region to a few alternative plants, most notably Capitol Records’ East Coast pressing operation in Scranton, Pennsylvania, 
and RCA Victor's ultimately short-lived Canonsburg, Pennsylvania factory. Other reasons for subcontrating to outside 
manufacturing facilities included heavy demand for certain product that could not be met by the myriad of plants 
Columbia owned and operated over the years. There were two other notable concentrated periods of Columbia product 
pressed by outside factories, 1965 - 66 and 1972 - 74, The other plants to which the label farmed out the manufacture 
of its singles (aside from the aforementioned Capitol facility, which also turned out some Columbia releases in 1973) 
included Shelley Products, Ltd., Huntington Station, New York; Decca (later MCA) Manufacturing, Gloversville, New 
York and Pickneyville, Illincis;s MGM Record Manufacturing Division, Bloomfield, New Jersey; American Record 
Pressing Co., Inc., Owosso, Michigan; PRC Recording Corp., Richmond, Indiana; and Specialty Records Corporation, 
Olyphant, Pennsylvania. 


The End of the Line 


The 35000 / 40000 series finally came to an end in 1974. On June 28 of that year, Columbia issued ‘“Summertime In 
The City’’ / *“‘The Other Side Of Me”’ by the Manhattans under catalogue number 4-46081, the last in the series. 
Effective July 1, the list prices of albums and singles were raised by all the labels. Many of them changed their catalogue 
series—mostly singles, but in some cases albums—as a reflection of these price hikes. Columbia instituted a new singles 
catalogue series, which commenced at 3-10001 and remained in effect for the next five years. It was the beginning of 
the end. 

Columbia and its subsidiaries remained under CBS exgis for some 13% years after the demise of the 35000 / 
40000 series. Over the years, such acts as Barbra Streisand, Earth, Wind & Fire, Billy Joel and Bruce Springsteen 
(whose first releases came out over the course of this series) would become hig sellers for the label. In January, 1988, 
after 49 years and 1 month of ownership, CBS sold its record division to Sony for $2 billion. Since January 1, 1991, 
the company has been known as Sony Music Entertainment, Inc. 
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Examples of Discographical Form 


Over the nearly 35 years of the life of the 35000 / 40000 series, there were many ways in which many releases were 
issued. When the series began, the 78 RPM format was the only configuration around. In later years, the LP and 45 
RPM formats came out onto their own (and eventually pushed the 78 RPM single out of existence). Here are different 
examples of releases over the years;

Notes 


The first 16 releases in the series had catalogue number printed on the bottom of the label, next to the letters “*A’’ or 
““B’’. Those releases in the active catalogue for years thereafter deleted such a format and adopted the style of catalogue 
and matrix numbers on right-hand corner of label. 


On most releases, the order of the sides will be based on the numerical order of the matrix number, regardless of which 
was the ““A’’ side. During the 78 RPM era, in cases where each side was recorded in a different city, the side recorded 
earliest will be mentioned first. Many singles in the later years, some on 333 RPM and many others on 45 RPM, have 
matrix numbers whose order is inverse to that of the ‘‘CO’’ matrices. After 1966, there were a handful of 45 RPM 
singles with each ZSP number being of a different block from a different city. An example is Barbra Streisand’s ““The 
Way We Were’’; though it was the A-side, the matrix number, emanating from Hollywood, was higher than that of its 
B-side, ‘“What Are You Doing The Rest Of Your Life?’’, the ZSS number of which had been assigned in New York; 
therefore, the B-side will be mentioned first. Throughout the stereo era, matrix numbers of a side will be grouped by 
mono/stereo, regardless of numerical order. 


The legend ‘For perfect tone use Columbia Needles’’ was on all 78 RPM single releases issued between January, 1942 
and April, 1951. It was neither on album sets nor on 45 RPM releases. 


All releases credited to Xavier Cugat and his Waldorf-Astoria Orchestra were retroactively changed effective circa June 
1947 to Xavier Cugat and his Orchestra. 


In the first year of 7-inch LP releases, only the 100 series catalogue numbers were on the left-hand comer of the label 
and the word ‘‘Nonbreakable’’ and matrix number on the right-hand comer. From 1-729 (38900) to 1-942 (39085), the 
78 RPM number was listed in small print below the 100 series number. Conversely, 38900 was the first 78 RPM release 
to feature the 100 series number in small print above the 78 RPM number, until somewhere midway through the 39100 
mark. 


When Columbia first issued 45 RPM records, the catalogue number was placed on the left side and the line “45 RPM” 
above the matrix number on the left side. Beginning with 4-39270, the catalogue number was placed above the matrix 
number on the right and the line “‘45 RPM”’ shifted to the left. 


Because all Single 33 releases from 1960-63 also came out on 45 RPM, the former releases will not be mentioned, nor 
will any 33% RPM release that also had a 45 RPM release. 


Only commercial! release dates for releases in all speeds will be mentioned here. Issue dates for promotional releases, 
which varied from one day before to, in one case, over three years after commercial release, will not be included. 
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The ‘‘ZSS’’ matrix prefix associated with stereo singles was used as early as 1966 for a promotional release. 
Nonetheless, when Columbia first issued stereo releases in 1968 (initially for D.J. service only), the prefix used was 
“JZSM”" (Epic used ‘‘JZSB’’), The ZSS code was resumed around November, 1968. 


During the November 1969-April 1970 period in which stereo 45 RPM singles were issued with a 4S- prefix, mono sides 
of promotional copies had a 4- prefix (with the exception of one such release which had a 4M- prefix on the mono side). 
The only stereo promotional issues that bore a 4- prefix during this period were those which were issued commercially 
in mono. 


For the first half of the series, the recording location and date were just that: recording location and date. However, 
as early as 1956, that would change. That year, one side of a Liberace single was passed off as having been recorded 
earlier in the year in New York. It turned out that that was the date and location where it was edited down from a 
recording he did in 1954 in Hollywood. After Columbia entered the rock era in the 1960's, it became more and more 
commonplace for mixing and/or editing dates and/or Jocations to be passed off as actual recording information. Whenever 
and wherever possible, the author has tried to get the information straigbt on the recording end, especially with more 
established acts (i.e. Simon and Garfunkel) where books were written detailing their recording activities; and, in the later 
years, albums were released which specified the actual recording locations. In those cases, the albums will be the basis 
for the author's research. In the absence of same (as with one-shot or little-known acts), some of the dates and locations 
mentioned may well pertain to the mixing and/or editing of the recording(s). 


Matrix Systems 


Columbia bad several different sets of matrix numbers for all speeds over the years. At the time of launching of the 
series, there were different sets for all three major hubs of recording. In New York, there was the block of matrix 
numbers that bore the codes ““B’’ (for Brunswick), ““CO”’ (for Columbia), and no prefix for recordings intended for 
release on Vocalion (later changed to OKeh); matrix blocks used in that first year included 25000 and 27000. Matrix 
blocks that bore the codes ““W’’, ‘“WB”’ and ““WCO”’ included 24000, 26000 and 28000; the latter indicated recordings 
made at the World Broadcasting System, which Columbia held an interest in until the early 1940°s when it was sold to 
Decca (the W/WB/WCO matrix block, however, had been discontinued in August, 1940). Another set of prefices, ‘“M”’ 
and ‘“WM”’, indicated titles produced by Master Records, Inc., through 1940. In Chicago, codes were ‘*C”’ and ‘“‘WC”’. 
And Los Angeles had—what else?—‘*‘LA’’, through October, 1940. All those were inherited from the ARC regime. 
By late 1940, however, Columbia was ready to start its own matrix system. Beginning in September, 1940, the label 
Started recording out of Hollywood, with an ‘‘H”’’ prefix. And towards the end of the year, they began affixing the 
**CO”’ to these two cities (CCO and HCO) for Columbia recordings; OKeh recordings used the H and C prefices while 
New York recordings had no prefix. 

By late 1945, Columbia did its first of many discontinuances of the OKeh label, and all recordings from all cities 
bore the prefices CO, CCO and HCO. Beginning in October, 1949, and continuing through 1961, West Coast recordings 
emanated from Radio Recorders in Hollywood, California; as a reflection of this, the prefix there was changed to 
“RHCO”’, beginning with matrix RHCO 3906 recorded October 12, 1949. Beginning September, 1951, with matrix 
RHCO 10000, sides cut with the five-digit Hollywood matrix blocks would bear an RZSP prefix for 45 RPM releases 
of same (see tater in this section). As early as 1947, Columbia was recording out of Nashville, Tennessee; from then 
until 1963, all recordings there used CO matrix numbers assigned by New York, as did sides recorded at the Jim Beck 
Studios in Dallas, Texas, through 1956. (Dallas-recorded sides made up to 1941 used a DAL prefix inherited from 
ARC. 

After the 78 RPM configuration was phased out of existence in 1958, the matrix systems created for that speed 
continued on, The first new matrix block begun after the 78’s demise was the ‘“‘NCO”’ series inaugurated in August, 
1963, for recordings made in Nashville (the core studio of which Columbia acquired from legendary country music 
producer Owen Bradley in early 1962). In September, 1969, the Chicago studio turned out the last recording with the 
matrix block in effect for the last 36 years with number CCO 6990; not long thereafter, a new block, the CCO 106500 
block, was started. And in late 1970, after Columbia opened studios in San Francisco, California, an ‘“FCO”’ prefix was 
created. 

Apart from its very first two 45 RPM releases in 1950, the ZSP prefix was used for virtually all sides, except 
with Hollywood sides cut from 1951 to 1965 (even after its would-be 78 RPM counterpart prefix was shortened back to 
HCO after Columbia opened its own studios there in 1961) which bore an RZSP prefix. Beginning in 1966, there would 
be different types of matrix blocks with a ZSP prefix grouped according to city; that year a ZSP Hollywood block was 
created, followed by a ZSP Nashville block the next year, a ZSP Chicago block in 1969 (which was so little used that 
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only 19 numbers in that block were used as of 1973), and finally, a ZSP/ZSS San Francisco block in 1971. Usually, 
New York blocks were ahead of the other cities, with Nashville and Hollywood taking turns swapping second and third 
place, and, later, San Francisco and Chicago behind them; however, on two different occasions San Francisco was ahead 
and Hollywood and Nashville each led at one point. 


Foreign Arrangements 


At the time the 35000 Series was inaugurated in September, 1939, Columbia in the U_S. still had a reciprocal agreement 
with U.K. Columbia/EMI whereupon each label would issue some of the other’s product. A small amount of British 
recordings were issued in the U.S. from 1939 to 1941, but no further foreign waxings would make our shores until 1948, 
during the second recording ban. From then until 1952, when the CBS - EMI reciprocal agreement expired, there was 
a steady amount of releases from across the Continent by artists like Victor Silvester and Freddy Gardner. Also, 
recordings from France (including songs by Edith Piaf) also turned up here and there. Matrix numbers of U.K. Columbia 
began with a “‘CA”’ prefix, whiie French Columbia matrices bore a “CL” prefix. A few masters from Regal Zonophone 
in Britain were also issued in the early years of the 35000 Series; these numbers have a ‘“‘CAR’”’ prefix. 

Between 1953 and the early 1960's, Columbia was in a reciprocal agreement with Philips Records. Acts from 
that label, including Wally Stott, Michel Legrand, Frankie Vaughan, and a young Shirley Bassey, appeared sporadically 
on Columbia’s release schedule during this period. 

Then, in 1962, CBS Records International was set up to handle worldwide distribution for U.S. Columbia 
product. A CBS Records label was set up around this time in England, which would come directly under CBS control 
in 1965. Recordings by foreign acts on the various worldwide CBS labels would pop up from time to time up until the 
35000 / 40000 Series’ demise, and even beyond. 


Label Variations - 78 RPM Era 


Almost all labels through the 1950’s bore a maroon-red background with gold print. There were exceptions: the 
Educational (E) series releases issued in 1941 and 1942 which had black print on an orange background, and releases in 
the Sacred Series in 1956 and 1957; the words ‘‘Sacred Series’’ were on the label next to the Columbia name, and while 
the print was gold, the background was purple. While the 78 RPM color scheme remained through that speed’s demise, 
the 45 RPM design changed in August, 1957, with black print on a yellow background.
